been writing some of you about the

ducing expe-nses and levies. I have 
been approached and written to by a 
number of people who are interested 
in special institutions or lines of the 
public business. 
Without exception, 


they approve of the program of econ- 
omy and express a conviction that it 
must be carried out if it is to become 
possible for the people to continue liv- 
ing, working and raising their famil- 
ies here. But usually they express a 
fear that most of the cut is going to 
come in the field where they are In- 
terested and some even go so far as to 
insist that, while expenses must be re- 
duced, that it must not be done in the 
particular field where they are inter- 
ested. Without exception I have told 
these people that this is a case where 
all departments of the public business 
and all political suU-divisions, as well 
'as the state itself, will have to bear 
Its share of the burden. I am sure 
that there is no sub-division and no 
department of the public business that 
will enjoy having its revenue curtail 
ed, but when the need is great we 
must all be willing to bear the incon- 
venience, and, if need be, suffering en- 
tailed by the cutting off of a lot ol 
these appropriations, and curtailment 
pf expenses.
